Premier “Asquith Reprimands The 
' _“Times" In House of Commons. 

LONDON, Sept. 1. — Premier As- 
quith publicly reprimanded The Lon- 
don Times in the Housé of Commons 
yesterday afternoon for having pub- 
lished the despatch which created 
such excitement Sunday morning.

Lace is the principal 
article of manufacture, and bigs 
prices are obtainable for the laci 
woven in the dark rooms of Brus 
sels, Other important articles oj 
manufacture are furniture, bronzes 
woollens, fine cottons and vehicles 
of all kinds. Carpets are also mad 
there, but most of the “Brussel: 
carpets" are made at Tournal. Thi 
growth of the city and its trade may 
be gathered from the fact that in 1821 
the population was but $4,000; In 187: 
ft was 183,000; in 1853, 389,000; In 
1900, 547,000, while now it is abou! 
750,000. : 

Brussels {3s said to date from thu 
6th century, when a priest put up u 
small church there. Hi. plousness, 
together with the favorable location 
selected, soon attracted other settler 
who were taught by him. In the 11th 
century Brussels was chosen* by tho 
Duke of Lower Burgandy as his cap!- 
tal, and the city was walled. In 1477 
it became the capital of the Austrian 
Netherlands. 

In 1695, during the Spanish War, 
the old town was bombarded by Mar- 
shal Villero!, of France, and 4,000 
bulldings destroyed. in 1746 the 
French besieged the city under ..ar- 
shal Saxe, and, after three weeks 
it was obliged to surrender. In 1792 
it fell into thé hands of General 
Duinowlez, but he was forcod tq re 
tire after being defeated at Louvain, 
but he again occupled the city in 1794. 
From then on until 1814 it was in the 
possession of the French. 

On the fall of Napoleon, Belgium 
and Holland united into onv kingdom 
and Brussels was the seat of the 
government, alternately with The 
Hague. 

Finally in 1830, after a four days’ 
conflict, the Belgians declared their 
independence and offered the crown 
to Leopold of Saxe Cobourg, who 
reigned from 1831 to 1865, and did 
much for the upbuilding of Belgiun. 


FIELD GUNS AND GUNNERS 


The field gun has {mproved wonder- 
fully since the last war in which Ger- 
many was vitally interested, 1870-71, 
and while Germany has been a close 
student and has experimented liber- 
ally, except in some small wars its 
field pleces have not been thoroughly 
tested. In field artillery Germany, 
France and Britain have been work- 
ing closely on the same Ilnes. It is 
aimed to produce a gun that {s power- 
ful, accurate and yet light enough to 
be handled quickly and: moved smart- 
ly from one point to another. 

The Germans have the lightest gun, 
and the British the hepviest. The 
load consists of the gui with its car- 
riage and shield, the Iimber with am- 
munition and entrenching tools and 
the gunners. The total weight of the 
British gun is 4,480 pounds, of the 
Russian gun 4,312 pounds, Austrisn 
4,200 pounds, French 4,184. pounds, 
Belgian, 3,864 pounds and German 
3,852 pounds. It is necessary with 
these quick firing guns to.bave an 
ammunition wagon accompanying 
them, and often instead of carrying 
all the gunners on the gun carriage 
some are on this wagon and thus the 
weights are better distributed. 

Five men and a sergeant fs’ the 
taual number of men necessary. to 
handle one of these. field. guns, al- 
though with some armies six men are 
used.

Child Deformities, 

It is an old saying that a man 
is only as good as his: feet. .Ba- 
bies should go barefooted until 
they begin to walk and should 
walk barefooted as much as pos- 
alble, of course, under sultable 
conditions, Sandals are always 
better than shoes, and shoes 
should always be laced, never. 
buttoned, says the Mother's Mag- 
azine, The toe out walk is bad 
because it puts the weight on the 
heel and tends to produce bad 
postures and flatfoot, so the baby 
should be taught to walk straight 
footed. Deformities of the foot 
include all possible positions in 
which a foot can be placed. Some 
exist from birth; others are due 
to infantile paralysis, palsy, high 
heels, improper sboes, over 
welght, general weakness and 
the inberited diseases that cause 
other acquired deformities al- 
teady described. The most fre- 
quent error concerning them is 
in flatfoot, which women com- 
monly attribute to rheumatism. 
Some foot . deformities _ require 
surgery. Many yleld to manipu- 
lation or special apparatus. It is

For forty-eight hours German cay- 
alry have been skirmishing with the 
British-French cavalry divisions near 
Complegne and Soissons. 

The occupation of Amiens, France, 
by the Germans was achieved after 
three days of fighting, according to 
& despatch to The Dally Mall. The 
despatch came from Amiens and bore 
the date of Sept. 1. 

Amiens is the capital of the French 
Department of Somme, and is 70 
tmailles north of Paris.

Fortified City Once Most Populous in 
Continental Europe 

Antwerp has always been regarded 
as Belgium's principal fortified strong. 
hold, Althovgh sixty miles from. the 
sea it Is still one of the greatest sea , 
ports of Europe, because the broad. 
and deep Scheldt river gives’ it an 
excellent outlet. Its Population is al- 
most entirely Flemish. Under Em 
peror Charles V. it Is sald to have 
been the most populous city of Con. 
tinental Europe, 

In the middle of the sixteenth cen 
tory its population was 150,000. The 
Great fairs held then attracted the 
great merchants of the world. Under 
the Bpanish regime it declined and 
in 20. years fell to a population of 
55,000. The treaty of Westphalia 
closed the Scheldt to seagoing vessels 
and it was not opened until the French 
aid so in 1794. Napoleon undertook’ 
to revivify {t, but it was surrendered 
to the English In 1814. It began to

While our message for to-day. is 
“meat in due season” to the House- 
hold of Faith, and in in 


theless a subject diMcult to* treat 
without giving offense, without seem- 
-harsh. Bear with me, then, 


while ‘expressing what I believe to 


be 'the Divine Message in as kindly a 
manner as I know how. i 

The Scriptures which I may quote 
in ‘support: of my presentation seem 
harsh,» almost to cruelty; but I as- 
sure you, my bearers, that I am not 
responsible for the Janguage of the 
Bible. My responsibility’is to speak 
the Word of the Lord. In dolng this 
I suall endeavor to present the Lord's 
words in as kindly. a manner as pos- 
sible, and so-far as possible explain 
some of.the harsher expressions; but 
I must not shun to declare the whole 
counsel of God—and as fully as I 
believe He would now have His peo- 
ple understand it. 

In the days of Jesus and His Apos- 
ties there was no Mystic Babylon. 
Therefore the,expressions in the Re- 
veilation of St. John bearing upon 
Mystic Babylon were prophetic of the 
systems and: conditions ‘which have 
since risen in the Church. The word 
Babylon has a double significance. 
It is derived from the word Babel, 
and reminds us of the time when the 
pons of Noah lost faith in the Divine 
providential care and in the rainbow 
promise, and endeavored to erect & 
structure for their own preservation 
—the Tower of Babel. This attempt 
led to the ‘confusion of tongues, 

Similarly, following the days of 
the Aposties and of the persecution 
of the early Church, an attempt was 
made to erect a great religious sys- 
tem for the protection of the Church, 
not waiting for the fulfilment of the 
Divine promise that in due time Mes- 
aiah would come’ and establish His 
Kingdom for the blessing of the 
world. * 

The religious ‘Tower of Babel” 
was, primarily, Papacy, So far as it 
went, it was a wonderful structure, 
but it never accomplished the de- 
aligns of its founders. it neyer mas- 
tered and established the Churth far 
above the power and influence of the 
efvil governments and earthly mon- 
archs, : 

_ It was when the Tower of Babel 
rose to a considerable height in dig- 
nity and grandeur that the Lord 
manifested His Power amongst the 
workmen and confounded _ their 
speech. Disconcerted, the people 
oeased the further building of the 
Tower, and each set up for himself, 
This corresponds well with the Pro- 
testant Reformation Movement and 


the various denominations Into which} 
_| those once Catholics became divided. 


Another thought connected. with 
our subject is that the jiteral city of 
Babylon was a prototype, a prophetic 
figure of Mystic Babylon. The name 
Babylon signifies ‘‘The Gate of God” 
—the gateway by which access to 
God isto be attained: This in ef- 
fect was the claim made by Papacy, 
and the claim which she still makes 
—that"she is a great City, a great 
Kingdom; that She has a great wall 
of Divine salvation and. protection 
round about her—a great wall built 
of superstition and ignorance, say 
her enemies, 

In the Revelation Jesus prophet!- 
cally pictured the greatness of this 
City; this spiritual Empire, It is 
essentially religious, although it in- 
cludes the great kingdoms of earth, 
which unitedly are styled Christen- 
dom. This great ‘‘city,” Babylon, ts 
represented as being divided into ten 
different wards, each of which repre- 
sents one of the kingdoms of Chris- 
tendom, and which correspond to the 
ten horns of the -symbolic “beast.” 
Compare Revelation 11:13; 13:1. 

As this great “city,” or spiritual 
kingdom, thus includes 
monarchies of Europe, so under an- 
other figure Babylon, Papacy, is re- 

ted ‘as a woman, in'whose fore- 
sis found the name, “Babylon 
the Great; the Mother ‘of Harlots.” 
This is shown in some manner: the

call themselves Christian nations, 

Papacy still holds in her band, and

But the nations are gradually 
sobering up. Peon ye 
It Is not necessary to suppose that 
every doctrine presented by Papacy 
was false and intoxicating. The 
thought is, rather, that a stupefying 
potion was put into the wine already 
in the Cup. As the Golden Cup re- 
presents the Word of God and its 
Message, the stupefying potion may 
well de unders to be some of the 
doctrines; . for instance, that’ God's 
Kingdom has already been set up, 
that the papal throne is the Throne 
of Christ, and that the Pope relgus 
as Christ’s Vicegerent, or substitute 
and representative. Other poison- 
ous~elements threatened the people 
with purgatorial torture or with eter- 
nal torment if they failed to keep in 
line ‘with the papal adthority—tbls 
clalmed yicegerent authority of 
Christ: 5 
The Protestant denominations were 
all born under these-intoxicating in- 
fluences and false theories. While 
they separated from the Mother sys- 
tem and denounced her, nevertheless 
they held doctrinally to many of her 
intoxicating errors. © Consequently 
they, too, claim that somehow, they 
know not how, Messiah's Kingdom 
has” been set up and Is reigning. 
They, too, join in giving the nations 
some of the same commingled “wine” 
that the Mother gave them, telling 
the people that these are Christian 
nations, even though they have any- 
thing but the Christian spirit, and 
are building guns and dreadnaughts 
to blow each other off the earth. 
So strong is the power of this in- 
toxication that the inconsistencies of 
tsuch theories are not discerned. by 
those intoxicated. Only the few who 
are gradually getting free from the 
atupefying potion are able, by Divine 
assistance, to see some of the 
takes along this linc, These see that 
neither the Church of Rome nor. any 
of her Daughtér systems is the true 
Church. ry 
Each system professes to be the 
Bride of Christ, yet each knows that 
the marriage of the Lamb is to take 
place at the Second Coming of Christ. 
They have thereforg very generally 
lost sight of the fact that the true 
virgin Church of Christ, only a Little 
| Flock (Luke 12:32), who will be 
accounted worthy {to become the 
}\Bride\of Christ, must wait for the 
; Lord. from Heaven, (1 Thessalon- 

fans 1:9, 10.) . She must keep herself 

“unspotted from the world,” a virgin, 

that she may be accounted worthy to 
enter. into the joys of her Lord, be- 
} come His Queen and Jolnt-heir in

It 1s not to be expected that oither 
the Mother or the Daughters, who 
are now claiming to reign. with 

{ Christ, who are now claiming that

legitimate, can have the Bridegroom’ 
approval. It is not to’ be expected 
that they realize their true condition 
==that they are disloyal to the Heay- 
énjy Bridegroom and’ King.

It is in full accord with this Di- 
vine prediction of what is yet to 
come that we hear cries of distress 
rising from all denominations, both 
Catholic and Protesfant, to the effect 
that the revenues of the churches 
are being “dried up,” and this at a 
time when ‘the world is larger in 
population and in wealth than ever 


before. d 

History tells us that ancient Baby- 
lon was captured by Cyrus the Great 
and his army after a siege of consid- 
erable length, which was unsuctéss- 
ful until bis soldiers digged a fresh 
channel for the*river and turned 
aside its course. Thus was the Riyer 
Euphrates dried up; and the Medo- 
Persiar army entered the ancient 
elty suddenly in the night. While 
these. events were occurring, the 
princes ‘of Babylon, corresponding to 
the notables of Christendom, were 
holding high carnival, rejoicing © In 
thelr: security, boasting of the 
strength of their walls, the impregna- 
bility of thelr gates and the sureness 
of thelr waters. ~ : 

As then they were using the golden 
vessels of the Lord’s Temple from 
which to drink» their wine, so now, 
in the hour of Mystic Babylon's fall, 
we may expect something to cor- 
respond to this—a spirit of boastful- 
ness, of pride, of intoxication witb 
error, apparently drawn from the Di- 
vine Word. 

At this moment of their exuber- 
ance there appeared in Belshaszar’s 
banquet-hall a band, which wrote the 
words, “Mene, Meno, Tekel, Uphar- 
sin"—the days of your rule have 
been numbered by God and are fin- 
ished; you are welghed:-in the bal- 
ances and found wanting; your king- 
dom is divided and given to the 
Medes ond the Persians. (Daniel 
6:25-28.) The strong symbolic lan. 
guage used in respect to Myatic Baby- 
lon corresponds so well to the pro- 
phetic language respecting ancient 
Babylon that we are warranted in un- 
derstanding that city to have bsen a 
prototype of Mystic Babylon and her 
fall a prefigure of Christendom’s fall. 

When foretelling the disaster upon 
Babylon-the Prophets of Israel gave 
to God's people the message, “Flee 
out of Babylon;. deliver every man 
his soul”’—his lMfe—and terrible 
descriptions, which seem grossly ex- 
aggerated unless we view the matter 
from tbe standpoint already suggest- 
ed—that the experiences of the an- 
cient clty were figurative and pro- 
phetic of the much more serious ex- 
periences of Mystic Babylon, then 
long future. If ‘further evidence 
were required to demonstrate that 
Mystic Babylon represents a great 
nominal system, it is found in the 
Revelation, a part of which is, “Come 
out of her, My people, that ye be not 
partakers of her sins and that ye re- 
ceive not of her plagues.”’—18;4. 

This call must be heard and heed- 
ed before the disaster comes; for-it 
will’ come suddenly, as fn an bour. 
Those who do not stand aloof will 
be Involved in the disaster. And it 
is God's will tbat they should be In- 
yolved if, after seeing the truth re- 
specting Babylon and her character, 
they are not enthusiastically opposed 
to her deceptions and intoxicating 
false doctrines. .The tribulations up- 
on Babylon will.constitute a part of 
the great tribulation with which this 
‘Age will terminate and the New Dis- 
‘pensation of Messiah’s Kingdom be 
ushered ina Time of Trouble such 
as was not since there was a nation.” 
Let God's people remember that loy- 
alty includes action and faithfulness 
even unto death, ‘ 


Huge Loss of Life. 

Loss of ilfe in the battles of the 
last two weeks have been the most 
Gppalling in the history of warfare.

_ Time went on. For ages the strain 
ing and cracking of the shrinking 
giobe, earthquakes, sun and frost, 
pounding surf, running water, blowing 
gales, ice—all labored to tear down the 
mountains and carry the wreckage of 
rocks and dust away into the valleys 
and seas. In this way vast masses of 
Tock in layers of ‘shales, sandstones, 
and what not, were laid down io that 
Barrow, troughilke sea between the 
chaln of islands and the continent. 

All these “sedimentary” rocks were 
soft and weak as compared with the 
‘solid old granites deeply rooted on 
elther side of them, and the trough it- 
self, a sagging fold, was a line of 
weakness [n the crust. As the load of 
@eposits became heavier and heavier 
the Goor of this trough slowly yielded, 
and as it sank toward the heated re 
gion below the underside melted and 
grew thinner and thinner. 

That could not go on forever, and 
soon the continual shrinking of the 
globe and the enormous pressure. of 
the weight of the ocean became irre 
aistibie. The Canadian shield was 
immovable, so the rock in the trough 
began to bulge or crumple all along its 
length, Gradually, not all at once, but 
Dy slow and varying movements, those 
folds were squeezed up, which in their 
broked and worn down form we know 
as the Appalachian mountains. 

Toward the south there was room 
for this action to be rather.geptle and 
regular, but in the far northeast. the 
trough was narrow, and the soft rocks 
were set on edge, overturned and splln- 
tered against the solid continent. 

Very early in the struggle a great 
fracture of the earth’s crust occurred 
here ‘along @ curving northeast end 
southwest lina It Jeft a deep and 
broad trench between the crushed and 
displaced rocks of the trough and the 
granite shore of the Canadian shield. 
Into this trench rushed all the Interior 
waters of the continent, draining away 
to the sea, and the St. Lawrence rivet 
was born! There, po doubt, It will re 
main°as long as the earth keeps ite 
present form. . 
> At that time there was no gnuif of St. 
Lawrence. ‘The land extended out to 
a ‘coast ling that stretcbed unbroken 
from Nova Scotia to Labrador. The 
present gulf is the result of a sinking 
of tho coast region. . Most of It Is very 
shallow, but a chart of soundings 
shows the ancient river bed as a chao- 
nel winding out between Newfound- 
land and Cape Breton to the deep 
ocean.—Youth's Companion.

Britain’ Will Need Every Penny of 
Her Wealth, Says Chancellor. 
LONDON, Sept. 9. — “We want 

every penny we can raise to ra 

fight the enemy,” said David Lioy 

George, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 

replying to a deputation from the mu- 

niclpalities, which wanted the aid of 
the treasury in securing Joans at 
cheap rates.. 

“We must come out triumphant in 
this struggle,’ continued the Chan- 
cellor, ‘‘and as finance {s going to 
play a very {mportant part in it we 
must husband our resources. We 
don't want a penny spent which is 
not absolutely essential to relieve 
distress. In my judgment the last]. 
few hundred millions may win this 
war. 

“The first hundred millions our en- 

eomies can stand as well as we can, 
outlast they cannot, thank God! And 
therefore I think cash is going to 
count much more than we imagine. 
At the present moment we are only 
at the beginning; we are fighting a 
very tough enemy, who {s well pre- 
pared for the fight, and will prob- 
ably fight to the very end before he 
will accept the only conditions upon 
which we can possibly make peace. 

“If wo are wise, that is where our 
resources will come in, not merely of 
men, but of cash. We have won with 
a silver bullet before. We financed 
Europe in the greatest war we ever 
fought, and that is what won. Of 
‘course, British tenacity and British 
courage always come in and they al- 
ways will. Let us remember that the 
British cash tells, too.”

England is pouring into France 
from India 200,000 trained men, of 
which 75,000 are British troops, in- 
cluding some of the crack regiments 
of the army, and those remaining are 
the fighting native troops of the In- 
dian army, fit comrades on the firing 
line of France's Turcos and Spabis. 
Some of these may have come 
through Canada. 

According to official figures the 
Indian army's strength in round 
numbers, is as follows: Infantry,. 
122,000; cavalry, 25,000; artillery, 
10,000; engineers, etc., 6,000; total, 
163,000 men. Of thia number 3,000 | 
are English officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers; the rest are natives.

Roberts, one of the Under Secretaries 
of the Colonial Department, read a 
message from the Viceroy of India 
which said that the rulers of the In- 
dian native states, nearly 700 in 
number, had with one accord rallied 
to the defence of the Empire with 
Dersonal offers of services, as well as 
the resources of their states. 

One Indian chief, 70 years of age, 
in demanded the right to render mill- 
re tary service along with his nephew, a 
youth of 16, who is now with the 
expeditionary forces. Offers of troops, 
horses, money and even jewelry had 
rolled in, the Viceroy said. 

The Dalai Llama of Tibet had of- 
fered a thousand soldiers to aid the 
Empire, and thousands of Liamas 
were praying daily for the success of 
the British forces and for the re- 
pose of the ‘souls of the dead. 

In addition to men and money.

LONDON, Sept. 11.— The official 
information bureau issued the fol- 
lowing last night: 

“Yesterday and to-day strong and 
numerous squadrons and fiotillas 
have made a complete sweep of the 
North Sea up to and into Heligoland 
Bight. The Germafi fleet made no at- 
tempt to interfere with our move- 
ments, and no German ship of any 
kind was seen at sea.” 

There is a general discussion In 
London of the possibility that Eng- 
laud may close the North Sea, block- 
ading it completely,-if the trouble 
with floating mines continues. 

The Government's position is that 
the shipping of neutral nations is in 
great danger because of German 
mines, England has repeatedly stated 
that she will not resort to the use of 
mines.

“The English cavalry led the tired Germans mile after mile 
and the Germans believed the Englishmen were running away. 
When the tremendous advance reached Provjns the Allies’ plan 
was accomplishd and it got no further.” The correspondent says 
the fighting of Sunday September 6 and the succeeding days was 
of a terrible character. “The whole country was. strewn with. 
the dead’and dying.” eet ! 

Referring to the final collapse of the Germans he says, “I 
am convinced that the full extent of this rout is not yet apprecia- 
ted In Engiand. It was of a truly terrific character and such a. 
blow will not fall to have a lasting effect.” 

The correspondent continues, “The incidents of Wednesday 
will astound the world when made known in full, I know two 
German detachments of 1,000 men each which were surrounded 
and cornered but which refused to surrender and were wiped out 
almost to the last man. The keynote of these operatons was the 
tremendous attack of the Allies along the Curcy on Tuesday, 
which showed the German commander that his lines of commun!- 
cations were threatened. 

“Then came the crowning stroke. The army of the Cureq 
and of Meaux and the army of Sesanne drew together like the 
bladeg of a pair of shears, the pivot of which was in the region 
of the Grand Morin. The German retreat was thus forced toward 
the east and it speedily became a rout. 

“I repeat that England scarcely realizes what has been a- 
chiered alike in breaking up the enemy and In heartening ous 
troops. The tactics of Mons-and Charleroi are completely susti- 
fled.” 


VISITING THE BATTLEFIELD. , 


PARIS, Sept. 14.—Certain parts of the field of the battle 
of Marne in the department of the Oise were objects of a veritable 
pilgramage yesterday. The surburban trains of the Northern 
Railroad carried great numbers of sightseers most of whom re- 
turned with some souvenir ofthe great hattle. 

All who visited the battlefield \ were enthusiastic over the evi- 
dence they had seen of their country men’s victory. They sald how- 
ever, that the battlefields are still a gruesome sight and that the 
hodies of French and Germans shattered by shell wounds are 
lyIng thick along th roads and lanes. 

StrayGerman soldiers suffering from hunger are still being 
brought into Meaux.

BERLIN’S MEANS OF DEFENCE. 


Unlike Paris, Berlin in no sense of the word 
is a fortified city, yet it is well protected. In 
times of peace, the Kaiser maintains about 23,- 
000 troops in and about Berlin, but troops do not 
constitute fortification, even though they go a 
long way toward helping in the defence. 

On the outskirts of the city are numerous 
green covered breastworks that probably shield 
guns for Berlin’s defence, but they are not to 
be compared with the great chain of detached 
fortresses that bar the way to Paris. 

In place of formidable forts, the Germans 
at all times have counted ona mobile defence in 
+ the form of concentrations of troops at strategic 
points. The purpose of these army corps is not 
so much to insure victory as it is to cost the 
enemy dearly in killed and wounded for every 
mile of his advance.

Canada Will Add Eleven Hundred 
Troopers To Contingent, 

VALCARTIER CAMP, Que., Sept. 
15:—The Canadian Government, af- 
ter communicating with the War Of- 
fice, has decided to increase the first 
Canadian expeditionary force by add- 
ing two complete cavalry regiments 
of 575 men and 27 officers each. Tho 
regiments to go will be the Strath- 
cona Horse and che Royal Cana- 
dian Dragoons. Both regiments are 
of the permanent force, but at pres- 
ent they number only about 300 men 
fn each regiment. They will be at 
once. recrulted up to the full war 
strength of 602 officers and men.

LONDON, Sept. 17. — According

Flushed -with victories that rank 
with the greatest {In the world’s his- 
tory, the Russians are sweeping 
southward and westward In the hope 
of rounding up and annihilating the 
enemy while it is still reeling under 
the shock of a series of demoralizing 
defeats that have reduced its num- 
bers to almost negligible proportions, 

Gen, Dankl’s army, to which the 
heir to ‘he Austrian throne is attach- 
ed, was entirely cut off, and its sur- 
render regarded as imminent, For 
the moment Dankl appears to have 
escaped by cutting his way through 
the Ruesian cavalry, losing nearly 
half his army {fn his retreat from 
before the fortress of Przemysl, on, 
which the victors of Lemberg are now 
rapidly advancing. The last hope of 
the harassed Austrians — to concen- 
trate between the triangular fortress 
of Przemysi, Cracow ond Jaroslav— 
has been achieved, but at a terrible: 
sacrifice. Five German army corps 
rushing to thelr assistance have been

5,000 German prisoners. At other 
places on the front several dozen 
large German guns, many of which 
had been prevented by lack of time 


from taking part in the fighting, fell 
into Russian hands, 


Indian Troops Near Front. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—Premler As- 
quith announced yesterday that the 
Indian. troops of the British army are 
on their way to the seat of war. It 
{s belleved that they number about 
70,000, 

Although the Premler did not say 
80, it is probable that these troops 
have already reached the front and 
are taking part-in the battle now 
raging In France. It has been the 
custom of the War Office and the 
Government press bureau not to fore- 
cast any event, but to wait until it 
had happened before making any an- 
nouncement.

The supreme usefulness of this na- 
tional ‘silence ‘was \so. apparent ‘in 
connection’ with the ‘despatch’ of the 
Expeditionary Force’ to that 
the recent efforts in'some quarters to. 
secure @ relaxation of the regulations 
respecting the publication of- war, 


irritation were all the circumstances 
of the case’not taken into considera- 
tion, # , 
The British public is more than 
most communities in the world, jeal- 
ous of the least infringement .upon 
the liberties of the press and’ has 
grown up to rely absolutely upon the 
press for its dally news. At such a 
time of stresa and excitement as that 
now existing this reliance and the 
hunger for news is intensified many 
fold. The fact must be borne in 
‘mind that the British Empire has not 
been engaged in a great European 
war for such a great number of years 
that the public is unaccustomed to 
restrictions on the news supplied to it 
by the press. And the public has been 
accustomed to, have its news hot after 
the event, the wonderful progress In 
meang of communication, railways, 
telegraphs, telephones and wireless, 
having enabled newspapers to serve 
their public with such promptitude as 
would never have been dreamt of a 
century ago. ‘| 
It has to be remembered that this 
facilities in the way of communica- 
tion which under normal conditions 
serve the press so well, are open to 
the sples of the enemy when they 
wish to communicate with their su- 
periors, and consequently the precanu- 
tions to be taken to prevent news of 
advantage to the enemy reaching him 
will have to be much greater and 
more careful and more rapid in their 
effects. 
ewspapers are among the sources 
of fnformation most carefully watch- 
ed by the military intelligence auth- 


sorities, the German cavalry, for in- 


stance being specially instructed that 
spies, patrols and outposts are to 
keep thelr eyes open for coples or 
fragments of an enemy‘a newspapers 
found anywhere and forward them at 
once to the nearest Intelligence of- 
cer. 

There are many instances of news 
which had been published in newa- 
re having led to disaster in the 

eld, 

In a volume published not long ago 
entiied 
dealing among other things with the 
career of the Count Bernstorff, who 
was Prussian Minister in London in 
1870, the son relates that the whole 
staff of the Embassy, during the ear- 
lier course of the French campaign, 
were almost exclusively engaged in 
collecting and appraising news from 
the seat of war and despatching it to 
Berlin, in order that it might be re- 
transmitted to headquarters at the 
front. 

The needa of a nation, particularly 
in war time, must override the needs 
of any parts of it; and necessary in- 
terference with the everyday occupa- 
tion of any portion of the inhabitants 
of a country is justiNed by the fact 
that that country is at war—that for 
ita own safety it has had to have re- 
course to brute force. In fact a state 
of war meanz the abrogation of all 
the ordinary amenities of life provid- 
ed that abrogation Js found necessary 
in the national interest. 


Fought In Bare Feet. 

Le Matin of Paris relates that on 
the arrival of a train bringing wound- 
ed Sanegalese , riflemen nearly all 
were found smoking furiously from 
long porcelain pipes taken from the 
énemy and indifferent to their 
wounds. . 

Though their arms and bodies are 
backed by sabers, the Senegalese 
complain of nothing but the obliga- 
on to fight with shoes on. Before 
going into battle at Charleroi they 
slyly rid themselves of these impedi- 
ments and came back shod in German 
footwear to avolc punishment for los- 
ing equipment, 

A colonial trooper among the 
wounded brought 10 Paris from the 
front declared that he felt nothing 
when his arm was shot off by a shell 
until he saw it lying on the ground. 
Not being able to bear the thought of 
leaving it, as he expressed it, as 
“meat for the Prussian dogs,” he 
picked it up and ran several yards 
with it before he was overcome, 


“Don't Forget the Clocks.” 
“Don’t forget to bring back the 
clocks,” is the request of the crowds 
in Paris and the provinces to all 
troops leaving for the front. Firmly 
convinced that the French soldiers 


are to march on Berlin, all are ad- the: 


monished not to forget the time- 
pleces, 

The demand of the French for 
German clocks gre va out of the war 
of 1870. During the Franco-Prussian 
conflict the Germans entering France 

itook.a fancy to the French bronze 
clocks and when the war was over 


scarcely a single clock could be found 


in the country.

CAPE TOWN, Sept..17.—Gen. Ja- 
cobsus Hendrik de la Rey, the well- 
known Boer general, has been acci- 
dentally shot dead near Johannes- 
burg. 

Gen. de la Rey, accompanied by 
Gen. Beyers, who has just resigned 
his position as commander-in-chief of 
the defence forces of the Union of 
South Africa, was returning by auto- 
mobile to his farm, when the police,

The young man {inlsh- 
ed his educatioh, in Germany, and 
obtained a high position in Germany 
i through the Kaiser..He became war 
minister, and.directed the mobiliza- 
tion of the Turkish army contrary. to 
the wishes and views of the Grand 
Vizier and the other members of the 
;cabinet. The Sultan is very ill fron 
diabetes, and a complication of dis- 
ease, therefore Esdrin Pasha became 

virtually the Sultan, with despotic 
power. It was tiis man who notified 

the powers that Turkey would no 
longer obey the provisions of the tra- 
ties which guaranteed protection to 
missionaries, and subjects of other 
states carrying on business in Turke;s 
He also obtained from Germany offi- 
















object the. Kaiser had in view was 
two-fold. First to obtain the desired 
assistance of 200,000 soldiers; and scc- 
ondly to stir up a Moslem war in 
Egypt and in India.

Through the Prophet Isaiah He says, 
“This people’s fear “toward Me) is 
taught by. the precepts of men”—not 
by His Word. He would have (us 
trust Him as a great, loving Father; 
for He says, “Like as a father pitieth 
his children, so the Lord compassion- 


+ 
(Psalm 103:13.) As love, more love, 
perfect love, comes into cur hearts, 
ft more and.more casts out the fear 
which the Adversary would inculcate 
and’ which has burned into men's 
minds and consciences the “‘doctrines 
of demons,” to which the Apostle 
Paul refers.—1 Timothy 4:1. 

To His people the Lord says, 
“Fear not their fear, neither be 
afraid.” ‘Let the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding, 
rule in your hearts.” Be faithful; 
be trustful! Accept the assurance 
that “all things shall work together 
for good to those who love God, ‘to 
those who are the called according 
to His purpose.” This class will not 
fea. when the earth shall be removed 
and when the mountains shall be 
carried Into the midst of the sea. 
They might indeed be astonished and 
in trepidation if the reference were 
to literal mountains; but the lan- 
guage is figurative. The people of 
the Lord, under His instruction, will 
not be in darkness, that the Day of 
the Lord shall overtake them as a 
thief, although it will come as a 
snare upon the whole world.—Luke 
21:36. 

In the symbology of the Bible the 
term earth is used to represent the 
social structure; for the mountains, 
which constitute’ the backbones of 
the continents, symbolize the king- 
doms of the world, supported by the 
social structure. As the earth repre- 
sents the fixity of the social order, 
the sea represents the restlesss, tur- 
bulent, dissatished classes which 
lash against the “earth” and con- 
tinually seek to swallow it up. The 
remaqval of the “earth” symbolizes 
the disturbance of the sociat order. 
The swallowing up of the ‘‘moun- 
tains’ by the seas represents the 
overwhelming of some of the great 
kingdoms of the earth by the up- 
rising of the people in anarchistic 
rebellion against social order. 

The fact that the Scriptures pro- 
phetically describe the overwhelming 
of the social order and the great 
governments of the earth must not 
be understood to signify that the 
Bible counsels revolution or anarchy. 
On the contrary, God's people are 
counseled throughout the Scriptures 
to live peaceably with all men, so far 
as possible. They are instructed not 
to use carnal weapons, not to take 
to the sword for the settlement of 
disputes, but rather to suffer injury. 
They are counseled that God is the 
great Over-Lord, and that although 
He is not now ruling directly 
amongst men He is fully the Master 
of the situation In that at any time 
He could overthrow ali of His op- 
ponents. 

God does not acknowledge that 
His will is now done in the earth, 
but He tells us that by and by it will 
be done here, and He encourages us 
to pray for it, hope for it and to 
walt for it. He tells us that Satan 
is now the “Prince of this world” by 
virtue of the fact that he deceives 
the minds and the hearts of the ma- 
jority. God would have His péople 
understand something of His great 
Program, but He would keep this 
hidden from all others. Hence arises 
the impossibility of explaining spir- 
itual things to a carnal mind (1 Cor- 
intbians'2:14). ‘‘None of the wick- 
ed shall understand.”—Daniel 12:10. 

The great Creator has contented 
Himself with such a supervision of 
this world as leaves much responsi- 
bility for human Affairs in human 
hands. He merely interferes to 
raise up or to cast down when the 
interests of His Program may de- 
mand. For Instance, take the case 
of the Pharaoh who was raised to 
the throne of Egypt In Moses’ day. 
There God raised to the throne a 
man of great determination, and 
hindered from reaching the throne 
other men not so favorable to the 
carrying out of the Divine Purposes. 
Thus, without interferfng with the 
free moral agency of the king of 
Egypt, God used the wrath of man 
to praise Him, and the remainder He 
restrained. Similarly, He hd pre- 
viously raised Joseph to the governor- 
ship of Egypt for His own purposes. 

The Psalmist describes the tumult 
of that day of overwhelming trouble, 
when God's Kingdom will be estab- 
lished, saying of the sea that will 
swallow up the mountains, “The wa- 
ters thereof roar and be troubled; 
the mountains shake with the swell- 
ing thereof.” It {is probably true 
that such socialistic and anarchistic 
roarings have many times in the past 
caused the kingdoms of earth and 
their rulers to tremble. But, ac- 
“cording to the Scriptures, some day 
the final catastrophe will. occur. 
Who can tell how near that day may 
be! 













Quite a large number of earnest 
Bible students concursin the thought 
that such a climax is indicated in 
the prophecies, and that it will be 
reached ‘In the year 1915. But be 
the date as it may, the fact remains, 
The prophecy which we are examin- 
ing is nearly three thousand years 
old, but it is as good, as sure and as 
meaningful to-day as ever it was. 

We are not of those who would 
harass the. minds of our. fellows with 
fear. Rather would we point them 
to the fact that behind this cloud of 


trouble there is a glorious ‘“‘sllver 
ning’ of Millennial -joy and-bless- 


ing for all the familles of the earth, 
Rather would we encourzge all who 
have the hearing ear to zeal and 
faithfulness in their consecration. 
that they may “make their calling 
and election sure’ to a‘share in the

Beginning with the 6th verse, the 
Prophet gives a brief synoptical pic- 
ture of the Time of Trouble and its 
consummation and of the inaugura- 
tion of universal peace. “The hea- 
then (Gentile peoples) raged."" These 
words describe the tumult which will 
prevail amongst humanity before the 
climax of the creat Time of Trouble 
is reached. Angry voices arise from 
public meetings, and in the more 
private meetings of the lodges of 
Labor and Capital, as well as 
through the cojumns of the Press to 
the extent permitted. In the various 
nations there fs a fear of tumult 
through the raging of the public 
Press, and everything possible is be- 
ing done to restrain It. In some 
countries the Press has been ‘‘muz- 
zled” for some time paat. 

Whoever sees that anarchy is the 
most dreadful terror confronting clv- 
lization must realize the wisdom of 
reasonable restraints upon his own 
tongue and upon the tongues of oth- 
ers. Nevertheless, the Seriptures 
show us that all effort to suppress 
the tumult and the angry voices of 
men selfishly raging against each 
other will fait. 

The prophetic picture continues— 
“God uttered His voice, the earth 
melted." The unfaithfulness of hu- 
manity, the clamor of greed, both in 
rich and in poor, will be answered 
by the Almighty, “Giver of every 
good and perfect gift.” He will 
“utter His voice’; or, as another 
Prophet declares, “He will speak to 
the people in His anger,” for their 
correction, for their reproval. The 
result will be that the symbolic earth 
(society) will melt—the social struc. 
ture will disintegrate. Another 
Scripture declares that so great will 
be the disintegration that “every 
man’s hand will be against his neigh- 

os 

But the Prophet hastens to assure 
us that in the midst of all this tumult 
the Lord will be with His consecrat- 
ed people. We read, “The Lord of 
hosts is with us; the God of Jacob 
is our Refuge.” This promise ap- 
piles primarily to ‘the consecrated 
Church of Christ—Spiritual Israel; 
but It also applies secondarily to 
Natural Israel, the Jewish nation. 
These will. participate in this Time 
of Trouble, but will be saved out of 
it. As another Prophet declares, ‘'It 
is even the time of Jacob's trouble; 
but he shall be saved out of !t.”— 
Jeremiah 30:7. 

In this Time of Trouble the Lord’s 
Jewels, His salnts, will be gathered 
to thelr Heavenly home. After this 
has taken place, Divine favor will 
begin to return to Israel, as pointed 
+h by the Apost!e in Romans 11:25- 


The Psalm cjoses with a picture of 
the devastation which will prevail 
throughout the world as a result of 
human selfishness and blindness. 
Capital and Labor will rise to a ter- 
rible cataclysm of anarchy,-awful for 
rich and.poor alike. Only God’s 
saints will then have peace; and it 
will be the result of their knowledge 
of the grand outcome, of their faith 
in God and of thelr willingness to 
accept whatever His p.ovidence may 
send. 

All this trouble, however, will but 
prepare the world to realize that al- 
though men may plan and arrange 
ever so wisely and well, all their 
plans will prove futile as long as 
selfishness and {ignorance are In 
control. It will convince all that the 
only feasible way of correcting the 
diiiculty {as by the setting up of a 
strong and righteous government, 
which will enforce the principles of 
righteousness, until gradually the 
stony-heartedness of men will, under 
favorable influences, give place. to 
tender-heartedness—the image of 
God, In which Adam was created and 
which was lost through disobedience. 

Mark the grand symbolic apos- 
trophe with which the Psalm closes. 
May its lessons draw us near the 
Fountain of Grace and give us rest, 
peace and joy! He (Immanuel) 
maketh wars to cease unto the end 
of the earth; He breaketh the bow, 
and cutteth the spear In sunder; He 
burneth the chariot in fire.

In point of emolument, every- 
body knows that I sacrifice much 
money by witbholding my name; and 
what should I gain by it that any 
human being has a right to consider 
as an unfair advantage? In fact, 
only the freedom of writing trifies 
With less personal responsibility, and 
perhaps more frequently than I other- 
wise might do.”

“I will give It all the cobbling that 
is necessary, and, if you do but exert 
yourself, I have not the least doubt 
it will be worth $2,500; and, to {en- 
courage you, you may, when you send 
the MS., draw on me for $500, at 
fifty dayne’ sight—so that your labors 
will not, at any rate, be quite thrown 
away.

Koenigsberg is seventy-two miles ¢, 


from Insterburg. Koenigsberg, the 

capital of East Prussia, with 246,000 
inhabitants, is a seaport of great. 
importance. It is defended against, 
sea and land attack. <A wall sur 
rounds the city and connects with a 
system of outlying works, the prin- 
cipal features of which are twelve 
detached forts, siz on the right and 
six on the left ‘of the River Pregel. 
It is the principal fortified town of 
East Prussia. t 

Danzig; which is about 100 miles 
from’ Koenigsbers and 253- miles 
from Berlin, has a population of 
170,000 and ie surrounded by strong 
fortifications, there being a massive 
wali about the city and a cordon of 
modern forts.

I called 
my men, and we started. We saw 
no Germans in the village, but on the 
other side of it we came across two 
chasseurs, who galloped off when 
thoy saw us. We pursued them, and 
400 hundred yards further on we 
came upon their main body. 

“I told my four dragoons to rally 
at a farm 600 yards behind, and, in 
spite of the difference of numbers 
between us and the enemy’s force, } 
ordered a charge. We were received 
by a volley, but not one of us war 
hit. At a hundred yards distance 
from the enemy, my horse fell dead, 
bringing me down rith him. I must 
must have been hit at the same mo- 
ment, for I felt a sharp pain in my 
shoulder. My orderly fell at my side. 
Then I fainted. 

“A little time after, having recoyv- 
ered consciousness, I called feebly for 
help. A German soldier came up, 
and seeing that I was an officer, 
called his commander, whom I after- 
wards learned to be von Schaffen- 
burg,‘of the Chasseurs of Prague. 
He came up behind me, took my pis 
tol, and fired, point blank, a shot al 
me, that hit me In the stomach. } 
fainted agein. What happened after- 
wards I learned from my orderly, 
whom I had thought to be dead, but 
who had merely shammed death. The 
German officer, it appears, kept my 
revolver, stole my field glasses, and 
searched my pockets, taking from 
them the sum of 200 francs in gold. 

“It was then 11 o'clock. I lay 
there unconscious under the burning 
sun till balf-past twelve. Then I felt 
somebody tapping my head, and 
heard a familiar voice saying, ‘Mon 
Lieutenant, are you dead?” It was 
my orderly, whom the Germans had 
left alone, thinking he was dead; 
but not before they had taken from 
his po¢kets the few francs he pos- 
sessed. I asked him to go to the vil- 
lage and fetch a vehicle, which he 
did. In it I was taken to Longuyon, 
where I recelved first ald. To-day } 
am almost convalescent and I hope 
in a few weeks to be able to return 
te the front.”

not attempt an open engagement with 
the British fleet in the North Sea, but 
will remain in the safe haven of the 
Kiel Canal, secure behind the chain 
of coast defences, of which Heligo- 
jand Is the principal link. 

In 1890 Great Britain bartered 
Heligoland for a portion of German 
territory in East Africa. To-day 
Great Britain finds the island the key 
to the impregnable wail of redoubts, 
which protects Germany's North Sea 
coast line, the Kiel Canal and the 
approaches to Hamburg and Bremen. 

Within a comparatively ‘small com- 
pass Germany bas there several im- 
portant mercantile and naval harbors, 
most of them fortresses believed to be 
invulnerable to attack. , 

Had the island not existed and it 
were possible to construct a fortress 
at a point which would prove most 
formidable against attack in the 
North Sea, Germany could not_have 
chosen a more advantageous location. 

But 46 miles distant from the 

mouths of the Elbe and the Weser, 
Heligoland, on three sides, rises near- 
ly perpendicularly from the sea to a 
height of 150 feet. Its rugged, over- 
hanging, natural walls are fortified 
and protected to a degree which has 
no parallel save possibly Britain's 
Gibraltar or Russia’s Cronstadt. 
A large section of the rocky pla- 
teau has been made to conceal guns 
in armored turrets, great coast wea- 
Pons on disappearing mountings and 
a formidable array of rapid fire guns. 
Hewn out of the solid rock are am- 
munition magazines and bombproof 
shelters, and the entire scheme of for- 
tification is so ingeniously engineered 
as to be, from without, completely 
irviaible as well as invincible. The 
island is also a mighty naval station 
and is also provided with disappear- 
ing hangars for aeroplanes and ac- 
commodation for dirigible balloons. 

In the events of a concerted attack, 
the British squadrons would be shell- 
ed by invisible guns protected by the 
stoutest armor and concerte, the ar- 
tUlerymen being practically {mmune 
from danger. The elevation of the 
batteries makes possible the direction 
of a plunging fire which would prove 
destructive to war vessels protected 
by the most approved types of armor. 
It is held by the German army auth- 
orities that the guns could annihilate 
the strongest flee: of battle craft at 
long range. 

Within the fortress is a supply of 
reserve provisions suMicient for three 
months, and a full complement of sea- 
men gunners and artillerymen for the 
garrison. 

The island at one time belonged to 
Denmark, belng taken from the Danea 
by the British in 1807. Heligoland 
remained a British possession until 
1890, when it was ceded to Germany.

PARIS, Sept. 24. — Gen. Joffre, 
the commander-in-chief of the. 
French army, is devoting much at-‘ 
tention to the western wing on the 
battle line, where the fighting has 
been incessant night and day. The 
allies, since the beginning of the bat- 
tle of the Aisne, havc pushed back 
the Germans a‘distance of nearly 11 
miles, forcing them to seek a further 
defensive position on the plateaus 
and in the rough country, which, 
however, offer excellent oprortunities 
for entrenchment. Despite these ad- 
vantages, however, tho German army 
is losing ground at: nearly every 
point and military experts express 
the conviction that before the week 
is out another great retreat of the 
German armies will be in progress. 

The ““eadquartcrs’ Staff haa been 
enablid to make.c lonj-~movement 
fecward towerds”'the north.° The 
town of Soissons has been subjected 
to a furicus German bombardment 
for nine days. The cannonade' starts 
each day at dawn, an! continues un- 
til eight o'clock in the morning. It 
then ceases, and begins again at four 
o’clock, continuing until seven in the 
evening. The cathedral and other 
buildings have been greatly damaged. 

The German artillery is posted to 
the northeast of the town, while the 
French guns occuzy an emplacement 
to tre southeast: There appears no 
necessity for the shells to fall on 
the town Itself, as the French troops 
are stationed a conafderable distance 
from it. 

Noyon {s also suffering from the 
German gun fire, but the fine cathe- 
Gral up to the present has escaped. 

Yesterday's advance of the allied 
troops entailed very severe fighting, 
in which the artillery played a large 
part. The combat had lasted for 
twenty-four hours, but eventually the 
Germans yielded round after sus- 
taining a large number of casualties. 
The allies were also heavy losers. 
Many ambiance trains have left the 
front for provincial cities, carrying 
German and French wounded.

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INDIRECT LIGHTING. 


The New System Which Uses the Ceil- 
ing as a Diffuser. 

‘The “indirect” system df lighting was 
ius\evnted about five years ago by an 
diluininating engineer in Chicago, who, 
while experimenting to find some- 
thing that would diffuse light and yet 
keep it away from the eyes, tried turn- 
ing the shades on his fixtures upside 
down. The effect led him to see the 
possibilities of using the celling as a 
diffuser of light and resulted in .his 
working out the indirect rsethod. 

In this fixtures of a cup or bow! like 
shape are used, hung from the ceiling 
by chains or rods. The container is 
entirely opaque, elther of metal or 
some metalized substance that pre 
Yents any ight from coming through 
and forces it ngninst the celling by 
means of powerful reflectors with 
which the container fs lined. In some 
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enawel Muing which acts ns a reflector. 
By this method the light is diffused 
evenly over an entire room, lighting up 
the corners and enabling every one in 
the room to see equally well. 

The effect of this kind of lighting is 
interesting to watch. There are no 
puckered brows, no strained look on 
the faces of people who are reading 
or working in a room so flluminated. 
The eyes and nerves have involuntari- 
ly relaxed, and a feeling of well be 
ing and repose that must be experi- 
enced to be appreciated takes the place 
of the high strung, overwrought, nerv- 
ous state induced by glaring, unshaded 
“direct” lights.—World's Work.

With only a few more miles 
of progress to the south of Peronne 
the French will have completely sur- 
rounded the western end of the Ger- 
man line, and will be able to cut this 
foree off from its basis of supplies 
over the railroads into Belgium. Ef- 
forts of the Germans to begin a new 
fnvasion of France near Nancy, 
through the Vosges Mountains, have 
Tresulted in defeat. 

The position of the allied army on 
the west, given above, has-not been 
indicated in previous despatches, but, 
if true, would show that the envelop- 
ing movement has been practically 
completed.

Official Statement. 

PARIS, Sept. 25. — The following 
‘official announcement was made in 
Paris yesterday afternoon: 
“First—On our left wing, between 
the River Somme and the River Olse, 
our troops have advanced In the di- 
rection of Roye. A detachment oc- 
cupied Peronne, and held this posl- 
tion in spite of a spirited attack on 
the part of the enemy continues to 
maintain important bodies of troops, 
well entrenched.

The Montrose reported ashore In 
the Lolre yesterday is the steamer 
that carried Dr. Harvey H. Crippen, 
the London wife murderer, and Ethel 
Léneve on their flight to America in 
July, 1910.

Austrian Fleet Will Be Driven Ont

BARI, Italy, Sept. 25, — Vessels 
which have arrived from the Dalma- 
tlan coast report that the bombard- 
ment of Cattaro by the French ships 
and by the guns on Mount Lovchen 
has begun. 

The major portion of the Austrian 
fleet fs in Cattaro harbor, and the ob- 
ject of the Allied fleets, French and) 
British, is to draw the Austrian war 
ships out of the harbor.

BERLIN, Sept. 25. — (By Wire- 
less.) —German successes on the cen- 
tre of the battle Iine In France are 
claimed by the official war bulletins, 
which declare that the heavy artil- 
lery of the Germans is successfully 
bombarding Troyon in the vicinity of 
Verdun and Les Paroches, Camp Des 
Romains and Luneville. ° 

The submarine U-9, in charge of 
Lieut.-Commander” Weddigen escap- 
ed unharmed after sinking the Brit- 
ish cruisers Aboukir, .Creasy and 
Hogue. Every member of the crew 
was given the Iron Cross for. thelr 
deed. - 

An. official statement by the War 
Office declares that the British cruis- 
er Pathfinder was sunk, not by a 
mine, but by the German submarine 
U-21, which also escaped unburt. 

Eye-witnesses of the bombardment 
of Rheims state that the cathedral

The new Roumanian Cabinet ts 
flatly in favor of war, but King Karl, 
who is a Hobenzoilern by birth, the 
son of the late Prince Karl, is bit- 
terly opposed to war against Ger- 
many. Rumors of his abdication in 
the event of hostilities are peraisient, 
The Roumanian people are chafing 
under restraint, demanding that 
they be led against the Germans and 
Austrians,

According to the Registrar-Gen- 
eral’s report for that year, which 
bas just beén Issued, both brides and 
bridesgrooms under twenty-five years 
old have shown a heavy and continu- 
ous fall ever since 1870. Among 
spinsters there is a fall at every 
Bge except between twenty-five and 
thirty-five, in which there has been 
a steady rise since the ‘eightles, 

The average age of all bridegrooms 
in 1912 was 29.12, of all brides 
26.84. Bachelors averaged 27.56 
years; remarrying widowers, 46.77; 
apinsters, 25.85; and widow-brides, 
41.89.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.— German 
despatches point in prideful vein to 
the successful flotation of the five bil- 
Hon marks’ war loan without outside 
assistance, but the methods employ- 
ed are only now coming to hand.

What Is a Tusker? 

The capture-of elephants Is regu- 
lated by law in Ceylon, but several 
complications have Incterly arisen ow- 
ing to the defects of the law. One of 
the points of difference in a case at 
Kandy was whether the animal was a 
tusker, opinion differing as to whe- 
ther two protuberances were incipient 
tusks or the ordinary taches of an 
elephant. A Bill is accordingly be- 
ing introduced which will obviate 
aimilar litigation by extending the 
law relating to the capture and pos- 
peasion of tuskers applicable to all 
elephants. The new ordinance will 
also make possession of a wild ele- 
phant, which has not been legally 
captured, an offence.
